Dear Council Members: 


South of Elmhurst High School, on the Ardmore Road, an 
asphalt plant is to be built. The plant has not yet under- 
gone construction, and before it does, the student body of 
Elmhurst wants the local government of Fort Wayne to realize 
its apprehension about such a plant. 


The Student Council has informed the students of the 
facts about the building of an asphalt plant. These facts 
were supplied by Indiana representative John R. Sinks. A 
poll was then taken in which 92 percent of the student body 
stated that they opposed the building of an asphalt plant 
at such a close proximity to the high school. 


Sixteen and two-thirds percent of Elmhurst students 
drive to school, and the remainder ride school buses. There 
are already many trucks passing Elmhurst from May's Sand and 
Gravel. The increased traffic from the asphalt plant would 
create a greater traffic hazard. 


We fear that an asphalt plant would decrease the value 
of surrounding property. 


In addition, Ardmore is not constructed for heavy traffic. 
The road is not withstanding the use it now has. 


We have written this letter out of concern for our school 
and its future students. We hope you will consider our problem 
carefully before you vote.
